All that President Taft has desired is 
that the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission have authority to investigate 
increases in rates to determine wheth- 
er they are justified by conditions and 
are just to the shippers.

The railroads, on the other hand, it 
is pointed out, are to be relieved of

The new railroad bill contains a 
clause that gives it effect sixty days 
after being signed by the President.

The Gray’s Har- 
bor supply is 530,000,000 feet above nor- 
mal, due to unusual winter freshets 
that brought down rivers logs piled 
high on their banks for years. Western 
Washington mille are cutting about 
1,000,000,000 feet vearly.

April 1 is a real joke to Mar- 
shall Stimson, Good Government 
pooh-bah, second only to Boss | 
Lissner, though it may be no 
joke to twenty-one lodging-house © 
keepers, who, like Stimson, neg- 
lected to pay the occupation tax 
license fee due on that date. 

Stimson owed $5 to the city of | 
Los Angeles April 1 as license 
fee for lending money on mort- 
gages, but did not pay it. On 
the same date the twenty-one 
lodging-house keepers, mostly 
poor women, owed a grand total 
of $8.10 in license fees ranging 
from 15 cents up. 

After the usual time the delin- 
quent list was put in the hands 
of H. L. Varey, police license 
inspector by extra specia] favor 
of the Mayor, who had four 
license co.lectors turned out of 
Office t ve Varey his job. 

Varey went after the lodging- 
house keepers, haled them into 
Police Court, prosecuted them 
and they were assessed $3 each.

He was per- 
mitted to continue the work of 
“Good Government! and was ac- 
commodated with additional de- 
lay until last Saturday, when he 
paid the $5 he owed the city at 
the office of License Collector 
Taggart—over two months late.

In these fifty. years that party has 
brought to the perfection of its fruitfulness the 
system of tariff protection by which the country has 
been enabled to do its own work, to keep its money 
at home, to draw skilled mechanics, business men 
and capital from Europe to erect industrial plants 
in this country, and out of this wise policy and 
these results has come the wonderful growth in 
population, wealth and prosperity that has marked 
almost without interruption each Presidential term 
in which the Republicans have had control. 

The party has stood during this half century for | 
human freedom, for protection to American labor, 
for the improvement of rivers and harbors, for 
encou ment of railroads, fof reclamation 
of the arid wastes, for sound nioney, and against 


vested rights, against every attempt to put any kind 
of shackles, spiritual, mental or material, on the 
hands of American citizens. To the party the peo- 
ple owe all the anti-trust and anti-monopolistie laws 
that are Ag statute books.

And 
their refreshing effect was not confined to the 
strand, but blew inward over the plains studded 
with orchards, waving with the grain in the fields 
“almost. ripe for the harvest, until away in ten, 
twenty, fifty miles the tang of the sea air was felt 
in every breath of the breeze and its refreshing 
coolness touched the brow amid the orchard trees, 
tender caress that perhaps was more grateful than 
— the full force was felt down by the sea 
The growth of the city of Les Angeles is amaz- 
ing, and so also is that of all the surrounding 
cities and towns. .But perhaps after all it is the 
rural life here that is attracting the mass of the 
people. If other things astonish outsiders they 
are bewildered when they behold the luxury and 
comfort in which farmers live in thig land of pure 
delight. Of the 365 days of the year 
twenty days of rain will cover the whole count, 
where one day in six months of comparatively 
heavy wind may prevail, but nothing at all force- 
ful enough, except once in ten years, to do any 


destruction whatever. 


So it is difficult for those who do not 
these conditions to account for the high intellectual 
life that prevails among the ranch homes of 
Southern California. There is a finished culture 


many branches which the human intellect ramifies 
into, in these Southern California ranch homes 
not found elsewhere. The charm of the climate is 
greatly enhanced by the returns that come from 
the crops raised on these Southern California 
lands. A western farmer may look with amaze- 
ment when he hears that an orange grove sells at 
from $1000 to $2000 an acre. He compares that 
with his wheat and corn land at a tenth to a 
twentieth part of the price; but the intelligent peo-

accurate information as to what. revenues they 
may expect. The care of a fruit orchard in South- 
ern California is a matter of high skill, in fact it 
might be called a science. Land that will produce 
a revenue of from $100 to $400 a year justifies 
the investment of large sums of money. The quar- 
ter section in the Central West sells pretty readily 
at about $16,000 if the land is good and the im- 
provements fair. One-tenth of 160 acres in a Cali- 
fornia walnut grove or orange grove readily com- 
mands as much as the quarter section of wheat 


on the costly grove than on the moderate-priced, 
ordinary farm.

A 
twenty-acre orange grove or a thirty or forty- 
acre grove of walnuts is easily cared for, except 
in the time of picking the crop, by one hired man 
with a single pair of horses. The owner's time is 
his own. He may be a banker in the city or be 
interested in some manufacturing or mercantile 
swans: His ranch life will not interfere with 
ach occupations. If he prefers his leisure he has 
the most delightful country on earth to wander 
through. His income will justify an automobile 
and his freedom from care in his business 


| justify his enjoying his leisure in his own way. 


Immigration to Southern California has 


a Southern California fruit ranch and sit under 
his own vine and fig tree nearly every day in the 
year. Hig trees will bud and bloom and the fruit 
will grow and mature night and day. The harvests 
will bring him from $100 to $400 an acre. Ten 
thousand dollars invested in ten acres of walnut 
grove, with comfortable buildings, will return 
the fall a round $1000 of income.

A sensational move is expected in the 
Altorre case this morning. The kor- 
mer postoffice clerk has been convicted | 
of perjury in connection with his ap- 


service examination. Tae more serious 
charge of embezzling $15,000 from a 
registered mall pouch is still to be tried. 
Altorre, whose true name seems to 
be. Orator W. Smith, has given indi- 
cations of weakening lately. His nerve 
apparently has given out after his con- 
finement of a year in the County dail. 
In the Federal courtroom last week, fhe 
detendant exhibited signs of apprer 
sion and fear. He burst into invective 
against one of the prosecutors and was 
sternly rebuked by Judge Wellborn. 
On two successive days, the prisoner 
attempted to assault Postoffice Inspec- 
tor O'Connell of San Francisco, who 
obtained much of the evidence used 
against the accused man. 
At thé County Jail, yesterday, it was 
declared by one of the officers that Al- 
torre had signified his intention to give 
up the long fight and to take his sen- 
tence in the perjury case. The term 
of imprisonment fixed by statute is 
from one to five years. 
Inspectors are still working on the 
postoffice robbery case and admit that 
they have obtained important clews. 
It is believed that Altorre has been in- 
formed of the unceasing labors of the 
inspectors and considers it better to 
take sentence on the minor charge.
